A Connecticut Masonic Body at War with 
the Grand Lodge. a 

New Haven, Conn., Avril 21.— [Special!] — 
Tonight the Hiram Masonic Lodge, the old- 
est, wealthiest, and most prominent Masonic 
lodge in the State, held a large and enthusi- 
astic meeting, in which nearly 500 of the 778 
charter members were present, to protest 
against the action of the Grand Lodge at 
Hartford yesterday in annulling the charter 
of Hiram Lodge. The latter lodge has for the 


last year fought against he innovations of 
the Grand Lodge, and tried to preserve the 
ancient work of Masonry. The Grand Lodge 
issued an edict ordering them to hold an 
election and elect other officers than those 
ad declared in contempt.

They 
were expelled from Masonic intercourse, and 
tonight Hiram’s members expressed their

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TO UNITE CHICAGO TOWNS. 


THE MEASURE ON SECOND READING 
IN THE SENATE. 


Provisions of the Bill Changing the Town- 
ship Organization Law—Amendments 
Adopted Providing for the Assessment 
and Collection of Lincoln Park Taxes— 
The Joint Committee of the Legislature 
Still at Work on the Drainage Bill—The 
Ship-Canal Feature. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 21.—[Special. ]— 
The Township Consolidation bill provides 
the machinery for elections to consolidate 
towns, and for this amends seven 
sections of the Township Organization law. 
Among other things there is a provision that 
the County Board of each county shall have 
full power and jurisdiction to unite into one 
town two or more contiguous towns, 
whether incorporated under any special or 
general act, or organized under this act, and 
to disconnect territory from one of such 
towns and annex the same to another; but 
no such towns shall be united, nor shall ter- 
ritory be taken from one such town and at 
the same time annexed to another, except in 
the following manner, that is to say: 

After the petition hereby required shall have 
been presented to the unty Board for the 
union of such towns, or for disconnecting terri- 
tory from one of such towns and annexing the 
same to another, said County Board shall cause 
to be submitted to the voters of said towns at a 
general annual election to be holden in each of 
said towns the . of uniting or of discon- 
necting and of annexation; provided, that no 
territory shall be taken from one such 
town and atthe same time united to another 
unless such territory be at least one-half mile 
square in extent and contain at least 1,000 in- 
habitants. Where it is proposed to unite two or 
more con ous towns under this section, said 
petition shail be signed by at least one-fourth of 
the voters of each of the towns sought to be 
united; provided, that if in any town the number 
of voters ex 400 at the last general 
election, then by 100 of the voters in such 
town. Where it is sought to disconnect part of 
the territory from one town and annex the same 
to a contiguous town, such petition shall be 


signed by at least one-fourth of the voters of the 


territory sought to be disconnected from one 
town and annexed to the contiguous town, and if 
such territory contains more than 400 voters at 
the last general election, then by 100 of such vot- 
ers. Notice of the election hereby required shall 
be given by caus notices thereof to be posted 
in five public places in each of 
least twenty days de-

be published) in each of said towns, or a n 
paper published in said county. The ballots t 
at such election shall be written or printed, or 
partly written or partly printed, “for uniting ” 
or “against uniting,” or “for annexation” or 
against annexation,” respectively, to be can- 
vassed in like manner as votes for county 
urned to the County Board, who 
shall cause the votes to be canvassed.

DISCUSSING THE DRAINAGE BILL. 


The Joint Committee of the Legislature 
Proceeds with Its Work. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 21.—[Special.]— 
The Joint Committee on Drainage met again 
this evening and began the consideration of 
the Hurd bill, beginning with the section 
where the work stop last night. No 
hitch was encounte until Sec. 34 was 
reached, which turns over the city’s sewers 
and water-works to the metropolitan drain- 
age district. Mr. Meyersaid he was — 1 — 
to the ving of the works, and Mr. Hurd said 
nosuch bill could be drawn without those 
very provisions, for the reason thatif bonds 
were issued something more than sewage 
must be included in the object of the cor- 
poration. With only drainage included the 
work must be done by special assessment.

clusive, were approved. hen 
51 was reached Mr. Riley moved 
that a clause be inserted that at all crossings 
of the Illinois and Michigan Canal a lake 
level shall be maintained, and section 
was passed. Mr. Crafts then submitted the 
new section proposed to be added, providin 
for aship-canal and 600,000 cubic feet o 
water per minute, and Mr. Riley put in his 
objection covering the same point according 
to the views of the Joliet people. It pro- 
poses a canal from a point south of Joliet and 
rovides for a channel 200 feet wide, eighteen 
eet deep, and witha current of not more 
than four inches fall to a mile, with free 
navigation and the necessary locks and 
bridges.

The Town of Lake Likely to Have a More 
Reputable Government. 

The new admiuistration of the Town of 
Lake is maxing its influence felt in a way 
calculated to destroy the happiuess of the 
McCarthy-Butler clique who have ruled 
Packingtown for the last four years.

WHISKY-MEN UNITING. 


Kentucky Distillers Enter an Agreement to 
Restrict Production. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 21.—[Special.]— 
An afternoon paper claims that at a quiet 
conference of the Kentucky Distillers’ Asso- 
ciation the other day an agreement was 
reached under which the production of Ken- 
tucky whiskies will be under control as never 
before, confidence will be restored, and the 
market kept strong and active. The trouble 
now is fear of overproduction. The statis- 
tics to be fully made up July 1 will show a 
produet of 36,000,000 or less, which is

that the dealers lack confidence, and now a 
great part of the crop of 1886 and ey all 
the crop of 1887 remains in the hands of the 
distillers. The dealers fear another over- 
production and refuse to take hold. In con- 


sequence the distillers feel that some action 


to give a guarantee against overproduction 
is imperatively necessary. J. G. Mattingly 
& Sons, one of the oldest and most con- 
seryative firms in the State, took the 
lead by closing their distilleries April 
1. Signers of this new agreement 
will close their distilleries May 1 next and 
not reopen until March 1, 1888. They will 
then run only the three months of March, 
April, and May. It is provided, however, 
that any distiller who, under indictment for 
nuisance, is obliged to close by May 1, 1888, 
may begin a month earlier; also that the 
running period may continue six months 
provided the product does not exceed the 
roduct of three months this year. Already 
per cent of the distillers of the State have 
signed this agreement, including the one 
mentioned above. It is proposed when as 
many signatures as can be reasonably hoped 
for have been obtained to hold a meeting 
here of all Kentucky distillers to arrange for 
a penalty for violation of the ment and 
decide upon other means to enforce its terms.

A Pretty and Plucky Servant-Girl Attacks a 
Pair of Negro Robbers Plying Their vo- 
cation in Broad Daylight—A Terrible 
Struggle Ensues, in Which the Young 
Woman Is Beaten in a Shocking Manner 
and Probably Fatally Injured—The Mis- 
creants Not Arrested. 


Lovisvitie, Ky., April 21.—[Special.]—The 
infamous murder of a young and pretty girl 
furnishes a great criminal sensation here. to- 
day. Jennie Bowmer was the victim and the 
residence of A. T. Johnson, No. 1522 Brook 
street, the scene of the tragedy. The girl 
bad been employed as a servant in Mr. John- 
son’s family. About 10 0’clock this morning 
Mrs. Johnson left the house with her little 
children, leaving Jennie Bowmer alone. 
About half an hour later the girl 
went to the house of Mr. John- 
son’s brother, half a square distant, 
but at once returned to her work. This was 
the last seen of her until she was found 
beaten almost to death and dying. A colored 
girl employed in the family of one of the 
neighbors went to Mr. Johnson’s house about 
U o’clock, accompanied by a little boy. A 
knock failed to bring forth any response. 
Listening for a moment, however, they heard

In the centre of the hall was found a small, 
heavy iron poker stained with blood. 

The girl and boy were about to fly in terror 
from the scene, when they heard a groan at 
the top of the stairs in the second story. In 
a little room in the rear, which Miss Bowmer.

ing, lying in the centre of the floor. Her 
clothing was torn into shreds and her 
body covered with blood. Her face was 
beaten into a pulp and was swollen to 
twice its size.

The jaw-bone on the 
right side was crushed. the front teeth 
were knocked out, both ears were split, and 
the head was covered with long deep gashes, 
from one of which the brains came out with 
the blood.

A Firm Which. Had No Strikes on Its 
a Hands Last Year. 

A year ago the large japanned-ware and 
tin-oan firm of Norton Bros. at No. 44 River 
street decided to adopt the profit-sharing 
system with its employés.

THE PRINTING INVESTIGATION, 


Further Testimony Taken by the Senate 
Committee Yesterday. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 21.—[{Special.]—The 
Senate committee resumed its investigaton 
of the State printing contracts this after- 
noon, notwithstanding the continued ab- 
sence of Senator Seiter.

THE DRAINAGE BILLS. 

Now that the members of the Special Drain- 
age Committee of the General Assembly have 
resolved in favor of “ granting power to Chi- 
cago and the adjoining villages and towns to 
dispose of their sewage down the Illinois and 
Desplames Rivers“ under proper precautions, 
the measures to give effect to such a scheme 
should be speedily perfected and passed. 
With praiseworthy zeal the committee at its 
session Wednesday took up the Hurd bill and 
considered it as far as the twenty-eighth sec- 
tion. The committee met last evening again 
to perfect the measure. When the Hurd bill 
is disposed of the Winston bill, which is 
briefer, will, no doubt, be taken up, as that is 
the understanding between those who are 
promoting the drainage scheme. It has not 


| yet been determined by the people of the 


drainage district whether the work is to be 
paia for by the issue of bonds or by means of 
special assessment under the drainage 
amendment to the Constitution. Mr. Hurd’s 
bill proposes the former plan, and therefore 
will have to be submitted to a vote of the 
people next November. Mr. Winston's bill 
proposes the latter plan, but will not become 
law even if it passes the General Assembly 
(which now seems certain) until the people 
have an opportunity to pass on Mr. Hurd’s 
measure. A special clause of the Winston bill 
stipulates this. There is entire harmony, 
therefore, between the supporters of both 
schemes, and the two bills ought to go hand 
in hand. As Chicago and the other, towns 
in the drainage district are to pay all the ex- 
penses the people of the district ought to be 
permitted to determine how they will raise 
the money. Another point which must not 
be lost sightof is: Neither bill should be 
so loaded down with amendments as to make 
it unacceptable to the people of the drainage 
district. Chicago is willing to pay generous- 
ly for carrying out the scheme in the spirit 
of Mr. Orafts’ resolution, but it will not as- 
sume a crushing and overwhelming debt. The 
necessities of the case and the circumstances 
of the city will not warrant that. Chicago 
will contract to pay a reasonable price for all 
damages to property that may arise, and will 
agree to cut a channel having a capacity 
much greater than the needs of the present 
population. In accordance with the report of 
the expert engineers and the recommenda- 
tions of the State Board of Health the people 


ofthe drainage district will guarantee the 


construction of a channel from Chi- 
cago to Lake Joliet with a capacity 
“of not less than 18,000 cubic feet 
per minute for every 100,000 inhabitants 
that drain into such channel,“ well know- 
ing, at the same time, that 9,000 cubic feet 
per minute afford sufficient dilution for 
100,000 inhabitants. But, as before stated, 
Chicago is disposed to be generous in this 
matter. The members of the committee, it 
must be admitted, evinced no disposition to 
impose unfair burdens Weanesday night. On 
the contrary, they were disposed to be too 
economical, for $5,000 per annum is hardly a 
sufficient salary for members of the proposed 
Drainage Commission. Now that an agree- 
ment has been arrived at as tothe general 
scope of the plan, and that the malignants 
and filibusterers have exhausted their capac- 
ity for obstruction, the bills ought to be per- 
fected without further delay and put on their 
passage. Itis drawing towards the close of 
thé session—at least it ought to be and there 
will de no time to spare. The boodle ob- 
structionists have their representatives in 
the General Assembly who will fight the bill 
at every step. They should be reported back 
as soon as possible. 


REAL ESTATE AND TAXATION OF NOTES. 

It is conceded at Springfield that local and 
State taxation are not to be divorced. That 
is certainly an important point gained. The 
removal of the barrier which the present 
system of State taxation has put in the way 
of extravagant local taxation would cost the 
people of Illinois millions of dollars every 
year. The total revenue raised for local 
purposes now is about 27 millions a year. If 
it were not for a wholesome fear of obliging 
their constituents to pay more than their 
share of the State taxes Assessors would 


put on valuations under which local taxes. 


would probably goupto over 30 millionsa 
year. When the General Assembly met the 
special danger was that the plan of separa- 
tion devised by the Revenue Commission 
would be adopted. The avoidance of this is 
a great point gained. 

It would look, however, as if the Revenue 
Commission through its only member now in 
the General Assembly meant to avenge the 
death of its pet scheme. As Chairman of the 
House Committee om Revenue ex-Commis- 
sioner Green proposes to outlaw all “evi- 
dences of indebtedness which are not cer- 
tified to byan Assessor as having been listed.

The 
“evidences of indebtedness” in such sales 
are generally book accounts, and it is not 
quite clear what it is proposed to doin the 
way of taxing ledger balances. It is cer- 
ain, however, that real-estate sales, ex- 
cept as they are for cash, would 
have to pay tribute, and that, too, 
from year to year until the last note was paid 
and the mortgage lifted. We will suppose 
the property to de worth $1,000, and to be 


running from one year to five years, the 
mortgage having five years to run. We will 
not go into details, but suggest to the Reye- 
nue Reform League that it make @ careful 
estimate of the extra taxation that property 
would have to sustain under the proposed 
system of taxation. It must be admitted that 
the value of land would be greatly lessened 
and transfers discouraged. Real estate would 
in fact be almostentirely driven out of the 
active market, and sales confined to what 
are xnown as permanent investments, If 
Judge Green had set himself about devising 
some way to ruin the real-estate business as 
conducted in Chicago and to reduce the 
value of land throughout the State he could 
not have hit upon a more effective plan than 
the one which he has fathered.

REDISTRICTING CHICAGO. é 

Representative Clark’s bill for dividing 
Chicago into twenty-five wards, which has 
already made considerable progress in both 
branches of the General Assembly, ought to 
be vigorously urged just now, so as to pre- 
vent the possibility of its failure at this 
session. It is desirable that the first elec- 
tion of Aldermen under the plan of repre- 
sentation proposed by the bill should be held 
next April, when Aldermen and town officers 
only are chosen. The injustice and inequal- 
ity of the present system of representation 
in the Council are obvious. Some wards are 
overrepresented. The representation of 
others is wholly inadequate. This will ap- 
peartoany one who studies the figures of 
the population by wards as ascertained by 
the school census of last year. Those figures 


At the election two weeks ago a square mile 
of territory, with a population of about 16,000, 
was added to the Fourteenth Ward, thus 
making its present population about 110,000. 
This great population, very nearly equal to 
that of Milwaukee, and larger than the com- 
bined population of Peoria, Quincy, Spring- 
field, Bloomington, and Joliet, has but two 
representatives in the Common Council now. 
The First and Tenth Wards, with only 16,000 
each, have each of them two representa- 
tives. Such an absurd system of representa- 
tion in the Council should be promptly 
changed.

But the increase should be made. The peo-

‘STATE EXPENSES. 

The announcement from Springfield that 
the House Committee on Appropriations has 
done a great deal of cutting down is peculiar- 
ly gratifying. Nearly two months ago the 
bills then pending called for appropriations 
amounting to $11,550,284. The Chairman of 
the committee twice complained bitterly 
upon the floor of the House of the difficulty 
of getting a quorum to consider the bills in 
hand. Tue Trrevune advised him to take a 
broad-ax into the committee-room and use it 
freely as the best way to bring his associates 
about him, since the music of that ax would 
have an irresistible charm for them. Whether 
he took the advice, or the committee itself 
did after he had left for Washington to begin 
his duties on the Pacific Railroad Commis- 
sion, does not appear. However, it is no 
small comfort to be assured that the appro- 
priations are likely to be cut down to within 
about $1,500,000 of two years ago. 

The appropriations of the Thirty-fourth 
General Assembly amounted to about $6,000,- 
000, or $3,000,000 per annum. A cut of $4,000,- 
000 would seem to be a good economic show- 
ing, but even that is not enough. The State 
will not have over $2,700,000 revenue for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1887, and the 
Legislature should not authorize expenditures 
in excess of the income of the State. No ex- 
traordinary emergency exists to justify such 
a course. Illinois is out of debt and should 
remain so, unless some unforeseen demand 
should arise calling for a great outlay. 

The largest item in the appropriation 
budget s school fund,“ $2,000,000, and next 
to it Fenenal appropriation for State offices,” 
$1,152,110, the next being “salaries of State 
officers and next General Assembly,“ $800,000, 
making in all $3,952,110 for what may be 
called the great staples of State expenditure. 
The fair presumption is that the bills are 
based on carefully itemized estimates. The 
reductions must be made, then, outside of 
these ficures. 

Of all the proposed outlays none could be 
more easily disposed of by being cut off alto- 
gether than the appropriation of $40,000 for a 
monument to the soldiers of the Mexican 
War from Illinois. This State did its fair 
share in that unequal contest, which in its 
outcome was @ great benefit to the country, 
but in its inception an indefensible attack on 
a weak neighbor. Illinois, which has waited 
so many years, can well wait a little longer 
before erecting this particular monument. 
There are other minor appropriations in the 
same category which ought to be cut off with- 
out mercy. 

One would suppose from the budget that 
Uunois is peculiarly afflicted with insanity.

It is to be ‘remembered that Cook County, 
containing about one-third of the population 
of the State, has an asylum of its own, and, 
further, that the State institutions are only 
for patients the expense of whose care would 
pe a heavy burden upon their friends and 


port. If the family is able to take care of its 
afflicted member it should do 30. There are 
private asylums for the accommodation of all 
such cases, and the revenues of the State 
should be used only to meet the demands of 
genuine charity patients. The last census 
gave the total number of insane persons in 
Illinois as 5,134. The foregoing appropria- 
tions cover two years and would amount to a 
trifle over $294 for each patient, assuming the 
State to have the same insane population to 
care for now as in 1880. A liberal allowance 
for increase in that population would still 
leave the per capita at least $250. Four 
asylums of the kind are enough, and whether 
their geographical distribution be fair or not 
really matters little in these days of easy and 
cheap travel. Neither the northwestern nor 
the southwestern section has any right to 
demand an asylum for the insane on the 
score of local convenience. 

If the committee will only go through the 
entire list of claims for money with con- 
scientious fidelity it will find itself able to 
keep the appropriations within the limits of 
the State revenue. 


REBELLIOUS COMMON CARRIERS. 

.. Testifying before the Cullom committee at 
the meeting in New York over a year ago, 
Mr. H. V. Poor, the well-known railroad ex- 
pert and statistician, frankly declared that he 
did not believe the railroads of the United 
States could be brought under the control of 


a Nationallaw. His exact language wv 


What I mean to say is that the Government of 
the United States is not capable of makhaging 
railroads. It is not capabie of holding them to a 

compliance with the plainest and most im- 

rtant provisions of their charters, such as for- 
Bid the issue of water,“ the source of almosfall 
our troubles. 

It must be observed that Mr. Poor did no 


simply question the capacity of the Govern- 
ment to manage and operate railroads, but 
he virtually declared that the railroad carrier 


and cannot be made to comply even with the 
plainest and most important provisions of 
their charters.” As Mr. Poor stated the 
question it was not whether the Government 
could own and operate railways successfully, 
but whether it could make semi-public cor- 
porations, created by public authority, sub- 
mit to the law of the land in the same man- 
ner as ordinary companies, firms, or individ- 
uals, As one of his reasons for believing 
that nothing of the sort could be done Mr. 
Poor : 
If the Government of the United States has 
shown itself incapable of hol the three com-

Alluding to the law-defying conduct and 
the exorbitant rates of the Union Pacific— 
rates levied in violation of its charter and to 
enable the company to pay dividends ata 
high rate on bogus capital—Mr. Poor went on 
to say that he thought this illustration 
showed that the subject was beyond the 
power of Congress, or rather beyond any 
power Congress was likely to exert.” Con- 
gress, however, was induced to exert its 
power, and now the very companies men- 
tioned by Mr. Poor as conspicuous for long- 
continued usurpation and lawlesness are 
leading off in the effort to nullify the Inter- 
State Commerce act. Warned by previous 
experience, Congress was not satisfied with a 
mere statute prohibiting unequal and excess- 
ive charges, but provided a commission to en- 
force the law and see that its requirements 
were obeyed, and the commission s0 con- 
stituted already finds the long-haul tariffs of 
the Pacific roads advanced from 300 to 700 
per cent and is asked to listen to the demands 
of these insolent corporations for special 
favore and dispensations. Trampling an-

By July 1 the 8 per cent 
bonds will be retired, and surplus revenues 
must then be hoarded in the Treasury or ex- 
pended in an illegitimate, prodigal manner. 
Senator Allison, as good an authority as there

There will probably be no considerable accu- 
mulation of surplus during the remainder of 
this fiscal year. The debt was reduced $12,800 
during the last month, and the money in the 
Treasury increased about $2,000,000, so at this 
rate, or any reasonable approach to it, the re- 
demption of all the 3 per cents will take place 
between now and July 1.

A year ago Mr. Blaine pointed out the 
emergency now almost at hand and declared 
that if nothing was done to meet it the coun- 
try would be compelied before the end of 1887 
to face one of the gravest financial problems 
since 1860. Congress did nothing, and unless 
some unusual steps are taken by the Treas- 
ury Department a period of increasing mon- 
etary stringency will soon begin. Two meth- 
ods ot temporary relief are proposed: 
(1) To deposit the surplus with the National 
banks with a view to its use as loanable 
capital; (2) to use it in purchasing undue 
Government bonds in the open market at the 
current rates. The first plan is highly ob- 
jectionable. Government deposits in Na- 
tional banks have been made only upon 
the security of Government bonds— 
a policy not practicable in this in- 
stance, but without which it would 
be unsafe to deposit vast sums of public 
money in the banks. The banks could not 
use Treasury deposits in making loans with- 
out an understanding as to when the deposit 
would be called, and this would certainly 

lead. as Senator Allison says, to favoritism 
and speculation.”” On the other hand, tax- 
payers will hardly be pleased with the policy 
of paying bondholders a bonus of from 12 to 
86 per cent for the privilege of retiring a part 
of the public debt. Still this wasteful, ex- 
travagant course will be the only means of 
escape from the greater evil of monetary 
stringency, and in all probability the Treas- 
ury Department will be forced to adopt it 
and pay a bonus to the bondholders. An- 
ticipating the situation brought about 
by the failure of tax-reducing measures 
in the Democratic House the Administration 
has been reduced to the necessity of juggling 
the debt statement still further in the hope 
of lessening the apparent size of the surplus 
in the Treasury. According to the old and 
correct way of stating the accounts me sur- 
plus is now 6174, 000, 000. The addiumon of a 
hundred million more in the course of twelve 
months would be a very serious matter. Ab 
a temporary policy the Treasury Department 
may be justified in buying bonds at a pre- 
mium; but, as Senator Allison says, the pros- 
pective dislocation of the National finances 
can be cured in only one way—by appropriat- 
ing reasonable sums for the purposes of the 
Government and then reducing taxes so that 
no great further surplus can accumulate, 


DIVIDING HYDE PARK. 

Mr. Decker’s Village Division bill, as it may 
be called, which was advanced to a third 
reading in the House at Springfield Wednes- 
day, though of general application, is well 
understood to have special reference to the 
Village of Hyde Park, and perhaps to the 
Town of Lake. The bill provides that the 
question of the division of such large villages 
into two or more municipalities may be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people on the petition 
of one-tenth of the legal voters. The nature 
of the division must be clearly defined as to 
boundaries, etc., and fully set forth in the 
notice of elections and on the ballots. A ma- 
jority of all the votes cast will be necessary 
for adoption. No oneof the new divisions 

n have a population of less than 2,000 in- 
habitants. Hyde Park, which is likely to be the 
first Vi to experiment with the bill, as at 
present \constituted is an unwieldy munici- 
pality. It has an area of something over 
forty-eight square miles, is tweive miles 
long, and from three to seven miles broad. 
It contains over a dozen detached communi- 
ties, such as Oakland, Forestville, Kenwood, 
Hyde Park Centre, Woodlawn, South Chica- 
go, Pullman, etc. Its population, according 
to the last school census, was close upon 
50,000. The northern end of this unwieldy 
village is a charming residence section, an 
outgrowth of the Fourth Ward of Chicago. 
The southeastern section, along the Calumet 
River, is a manufacturing, coal, and lumber- 
ing district. The Town of Pullman forms 
the bulk of the third, or southwestern, dis- 
trict. These three divisions ought to be sep- 
arate, and Mr. Decker’s bill was framed to 
give them an opportunity to separate. It is 
probable that Eighty-seventh street will be 
the southern boundary of the northern sec- 
tion, which, if it is set off, will be annexed 
soon after to the city. It is in fact, though 
not in law, a part of the city now. It is fairly 
built up to the southern line of the park sys- 
tem at Sixty-fifth street. Such division as 
may be made under the Decker bill will 
greatly aid annexation. The law will in time 
be applied also to the Town of Lake, as the 
Englewood people are desirous of having a 
different municipal government.

Clifford, a young South Side lawyer, who de- 
clined the honor, and Frank Dvorak, the Bo- 
hemian Socialist, who was a candidate on the 
“ Reds’ ” ticket last fall and again this spring.

It is probable that 
Wheeler will be rejected, in which case Jus- 
tice Hawkinson will hold over for another 
four years.

Tux shippers of dressed beef from this city 
and neighboring points have notified the 
managers of the railroads concerned that in 
their judgment the rate should be not more 
than on a basis of 35 cents from Chicago to 
New York, and thatvall future payments on 
the present basis for the shipment of dressed 
meats will be made under protest. This 
brings to the front a matter which was very 
extensively agitated about fifteen months 
ago. The dressed-beef shippers then pro- 
tested long and loudly against the tariff 
which went.into effect in March, 1886, but sud- 
denly ceased their plaints, and apparently 
accepted the imposition in a contented frame 
of mind which caused not a little wonder on the 
part of outsiders. Subsequently it was whis- 
pered that the opposition was withdrawn be- 
cause of the anticipated passage of the 
Inter-State Commerce bill, which has 
since become a law. The  dressed- 
beef shippers thought that it was of 
little use to carry the matter into the courts, 
when the course of National legislation would 
probably bring them relief long before the 
case would come to a final hearing. So they 
submitted. But more than a year has elapsed 
and the matter has not been reached by the 
commission, while it is just possible that ac- 
tion thereon may be deferred a long while 


yet unless the parties aggrieved take the ini- 


tiative. They are especially restive, as the

ARREST AND ABUSE OF A FRENCHMAN 
BY GERMAN AUTHORITIES, 


The Incident Creates Intense Excitement— 
Comments by Paris Editors— Activity in 
German Military Circles—The London 
“Times” Forgery—Fight at a Ladies’ 
Meeting—The Debate on the Ecclesi- 
astical Bill—Prince Bismarck’s Appeal 
The Knglish Budget—Cable Notes. 


Panis, April 21.—M. Schnaebeles, a special 


French Commissary at the Pagny-sur-Mo- 


selle Depot, has been arrested by German ot- 
ficials, He had received several letters from 
the German Police Commissioner at Ars-sur- 
Moselle asking him to come to that place and 
confer with him regarding the frontier serv- 
ice. He finally agreed to dose. While on 
his way there he was roughly seized by the 
German police and was taken to Novéant, 
from which place he was sent to Metz. 

The Metzer Zeitung says M. Schnaebeles’ 
arrest is due to his connection with the anti- 
German agitation conducted by the Patriotic 
League; but the people of Pagny-sur- 
Moselle declare this to be entirely untrue, 
and say that he had nothing to do with the 
agitation. | 

The incident has thrown the inhabitants of 
Metz and Nancy into the wildest state of ex- 
citement. -

The arrest of M. Schnaebeles has produced 
a profound sensation, and it is feared may 
lead to unfortunate results.

‘MR. GOSCHEN’S BUDGET. 


It Creates Some Surprise in the House of 
Commons—The Figures. 

Lowpon, April 21,.—Mr. Goschen, Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, introduced the budget 
in the House of Commons this afternoon. 
From it it appears that during last year the 
expenses of the Government amounted to 
£90,000,000, and that the revenues reached 
the same sum. There has been a saving of 
£263,000 in the army estimates, and of £347,- 
000 in the estimate for the civil service. The 
revenue obtained by taxes on alcoholic liquors 

decreased £190,000, while that de- 
rived from

had estimated that the surplus for the year 
would be £259,000, while it really reached 
000. The budget estimates the revenue 
for the coming year at £91,155,000, and the 
expenditures at £90,100,000. It is pro- 
sed to raise £100,000 by charging ten shil- 
bag transfer duty on each 100 debentures of 
stock, which bas hitherto almost escaped 
duty. To clear the we local loans it is 
intended to cancel 000,000 of other 
portions of the public debt and create 
the same amount of local loans 
to stoc charging the 2 loan 
budget with an annuity of 4100, 000. olt is also 
br to take one penn r pound ster- 
ng off the income tax, and four pence per 
pound sterling oft the tobacco tax, and to re- 
duce the taxation on marine policies. 

The budget was a complete surprise to the 
House of Commons. Many of its proposals, 
notably those relating io national debt 
charges, will be vigorously opposed, It is 
maintained that Mr. Goschen has resorted to 
unsound measures of finance in order to pre- 
sent a budget that may serve the Conserva- 
tives at the next general election. The Con- 
servatives are much irritated at Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill’s attitude. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt congratulated 
Mr. Goschen upon the ability he had dis- 


‘played. He regretted, however, that noth- 


ng had been said about gold coinage. He 
condemned the proposal to reduce the repay- 
ment of the debt, which, he thought, wo 
establish a reprehensible pi ent. 

Lord Randolph Churchill also regretted 
the absence of any reference to gola coinage. 


He criticised adversely Mr. Goschen’s esti- | 


mates. The budget, he said, gave no real in- 
dications of economy and retrenchment. He 
believed a reduction of at least £150,000 was 
possible in the civil-service estimates. If 
an increase in the expenditures for na- 
tional defense was necessary the amount 
required should be raised by taxation, 
not by reducing the erpayment of the debt. 
He also objected to the proposed contribu- 
tions in aid of local rates as likely to retard 
local government reform. In conciusion, he 
said that if Mr. Goschen’s proposals had been 
made by him they would have aroused the 
indignation of the whole country and proba- 
bly have been rejected. 
Mr. Goschen, in a general reply, excused 
himself for not having touched upon the 
question of gold coinage on the ground of 
lack of time to deal thoroughly with the sub- 
ect. He defended his propo * ar, 
e would be glad if the House should definitly 
express its wishes with regard to the ex- 
penditures for defense.

THE COURTS OF JUSTICE.

SIDE CABLE-CAR SYSTEM. 


A Bill Filed in Which the Plaintiff Is a 
Citizen of Missouri—The Points Made— 
Judge Jamieson’s Plan for Expediting 
Work in His Court—Suit. Brought 
Against Stockholders in a Mining Com- 
pany—The Usual Daily Record. 


Having been defeated in his fight in the 
State courts against the North Chicago City 
Railway, Mr. A. C. Story yesterday took a new 
tack by filing a bill in the Federal Court. In 
order to obtain jurisdiction the nominal plaintiff 
is Nathan Lorie, a citizen of Missouri, and owner 
of the block at the northwest corner of Illinois 
and Clark streets. The allegations are almost 
the same as in the former bill in the 
State gurt. It is claimed the 
Side road has no power 
under its charter to run cars by other than ani- 
mal power, and asits lines were leased to the 
North Chicago Street Railroad Company before 
the passage ofthe ordinance giving it the right 
to use the cable system it had only a technical 
existence then, and took nothing by the ordi- 
nance. The validity of the ordinances of June 
7 and 14 and July 23, 1886, is, of course, attacked, 
and itis claimed the Common Council exceeded 
its powers in passing them.

Judge Jamieson yesterday made an order di- 
recting that, for the purpose of expediting busi- 
ness, attorneys shall in every case heard before 
him prepare an abstract or abridgment of their 
pleadings, and of the evidence when taken by 
deposition, and such abstract shall be read in- 
stead of the original. This will materially speed 
the trial of cases, and the Judge also promines 
that when attorneys submit cases without a 
ment at the close of their proofs, with briefs, 
will give decisions within five days after —— 
is thus submitted.

A Child’s Cruel Death, for Which No One 
Is Punished. 

Mary E. Shaughnessy, a little girl aged 7, suf- 
fered intense agony at St. Luke’s Hospital all 
Wednesday night and up tol o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, when she gave up her life and rested 
in peace. The story of her death leaves a black 
mark behind which is a strong weapon against

The little girl lived at No. 400 East Twenty- 
second street with her parents. She was bright 
and vivacious and the pet of Her uncle, James 
Shaughnessy. Wednesday evenimg just before 
dark the girl’s parents, her two aunts, and her 
sisters were playing around the room when her 
uncle came in. He was in his cups and in an 
ugly mood. The family sent out for liquor and. 
drank and were slightly under its influence. 
The mother was out in the E ard when little Mary 
did something to displease her uncle James. He 
called her a vile name, which caused the girl’s 
aunt to remonstrate with him. “I'm mad,” he 
said in response, “and will show you what a 
man can do when he is mad.“ Then he picked 
up the lamp, which was on the table ready to be 
lighted, and hurled it towards the little girl: The 
lamp struck the stove and scattered oi] over the 
little girl. An instant and her clothes were all 
on fire. Her mother and other friends wrapped 
blankets around her to quench the flames, but 
she was horribly burned before the nes 7 
cessful, The little sufferer W 
Luke's Hospital, where she die Bava: ding * 
the inquest, which was held in the afternoon, all 
these facts came out. Shaughnessy's sister said 
she was not sure that the thrown at 
the little girl. The mother tho it was “only 
cussedness that caused the unele to act so. The 
jury found a verdict in aceordance with these 
acts and held James Shaughnessy to the action 
ury. He was taken to the County 


The prisoner was arraigned before Justice 
Meech at the Armory yesterday morning. On 
the evidence of the witnesses that there was no 
apparent intention on his part to inflict the ter- 
rible injury which resulted in the child's death 
he was fined $25 and ordered to the bridewell for 
fifty days. In his own defense the prisoner stated 
that he remembered nothing of the fatal happen- 
ing, as he was too drunk. Mrs. n his 
sister-in-law, who 18 the mother o 
child, was also under arrest, charged with disor 
derly conduct in being drunk. However, as she 
stated that she had to support three children, 
she was dismissed with the caution that if ever 
she came again before his Honor she would be 
round 13 and her children given to the Hu- 
mane iety. 


WANTS POSSESSION OF HIS CHILD. 


The Marital Troubles of Mr. and Mrs. 
Claassen of Cleveland. 

Edo Claassen, a wealthy German of Cleveland, 
filed a petition yesterday in the Superior Oourt 
against his wife, Julia D., to get possession of 
his youngest child, Julia. He says he was mar- 
ried in 1872 and has three children. About a 
year ago his wife became infatuated with one 
Theodore Grabowsky and in January last left 
her home and came to Chicago with her daughter 
to meet Grabowsky. Claassen is willing to take 
her back if she will be true to him in the future. 
He claims she and Grabowsky are about to leave 
for Colorado and that she has threatened to kill 
her child rather than let her husband get her. 
The case will be heard by Judge Garnett today. 
Mrs. Claassen has occupied a suite of rooms in 
the Hotel Superior on North Clark street since 
Jan. 31, and ten 7 5 ago was delivered of a child. 
When Deputy-Sheriff from Judge Garnett’s 
court appeared with the two writs yesterday aft- 
ernoon she declared shé was too ill to appear in 
court. The process was served, however, and 
the writ of habeas corpus will be answered by 
her lawyer and — 2 The clerk at the hotel 
said that Grabowsky had never stopped there, 
but that the day before Mrs. Claassen arrived 
Grabowsky and a North Side laundryman en- 
gaged the apartments for her and she had since 
resided there under her proper name. She is 
Gérman and cannot converse in English. She 
says her husband became so cruel to her that 
she was obliged to leave home. She acknowl- 
edges the assistance of Grabowsky, but denies 
the charge of infidelity to her husband. 

Claassen appeared at the hotel last Wednes- 
day in company with a detective and demanded 
to see his wife. Mrs. Claassen became hysteric- 
al and threatened to kill her child and herself 
rather than return home with Claassen, who was 
refused admission to her room.
